A robin once nested 
in the tail of a Navy bomber and 
survived a 1,700 mile flight and 
the birds have been known to build 
nests atop merry-go-rounds, on 
travelling hoists, fence rails, gate 
posts, window ledges, and even on 
trolley wires,

Concentrating on production and 
paying no attention to sales, peanut 
growers have made truly remarkabie 
progress. More and more of them pro- 
duce a ton of peanuts per acre. By ii- 
tensive cultivation and sound farming 
practices, more and more peanuts are 
produced on the same amount of land. 
It is a feather in the can of the exten- 
sion service and other farm agencies to 
see the practices. they adovcate increase 
the yield.

From 1952 to 1953 the yield per acre 
(national average) was increased from 937 
pounds to 1,024, Record production for sey- 
eral years to come is a distinct possibility 
as peanut farmers adopt and improve good 
growing practices. So the government buys 
more and more peanuts each year and sells 
them into oil at a loss, Projected to 1954. 
present data shows the government will be 
forced to buy 16 per cent more peanuts 
than the year before. This happens even. 
though the acreage allotment was trimmed 
for 1954, 

In 1952 the government purchased and 
sold at a loss 40,000 tons of edible peanuts. 
If this amount were stored in Coffee Coun- 
ty, it would mean each of the county’s 7712 
homes would be loaded with 10,200 pounds. 
of peanuts, A housewife could no more keep 
her home in order with over five tons of 
peanuts in it than can the U. S. Government 
with all its surplus farm products, 

One thing for sure, if a housewife 
was confronted with storing five tons 
of peanuts in her home, she and her 
husband would try to sell them. 

And that is exactly what they should 
do today—promote the sale of peanuts, It’s 
either that or an ever-smaller acreage al- 
lotment and decrease in income from this 
profitable crop. 

The estimated yield of price-supported 
peanuts in 1953 was 787,000 which is 16 
per cent above the production of 686,000 in 
1952. That meant on the 1953 crop the 
government will buy 125,000 tons of edible 
peanuts and sell them for a loss. Over 16 
tons of peanuts would be stored in every 
home in Coffee County if the government 
concentrated all its surplus here. 

While farmers smugly sit back and 
take their 90 per cent of parity, other fac- 
tors in the U. S. economy are at work. Ma- 
kers of popular shortenings and other veg- 
etable oils ave selling their products. In: 
successful promotion and advertising they 
increase their sales. Thus, the peanut far- 
mer who has concentrated on production 
is. g:owing more peanuts for a smaller and. 
smaller market. Consumption of peanuts 
ang peanut products decreased while pro- 
cuction went up, 

This same thing happened in the 
dair’’ industry with the inevitable re- 
st that price sunsorts were lowered 
after a huge suralus of butter, cheese 
end dried milk was accumulated. Ar 
identical situation is building: un for 
peanuts, Now is the time to cone with 
it—-not after parity has been cropped 
and acreage reduced to a smaller -tig- 
ure. 

This is a job that can’t be left for 
George to do. There is a great need now to 
get hehind and push a great local product— 
peanhts.
